F orm er S enator From New Jersey Had 


Many Interests, But Life Insurance 


W as Chief One. 


New ark, N. J., Nov. 25. — F orm er 
United S tates Senator John F. Dryden 
died h e ie ? H e was operated on a week 
ago for gallstones, and his condition 
has been serious since. On T hursday 
he developed pneumonia, and his con 
dition rapidly becam e worse until the 
end came. 


John Fairfield Dryden was born on 
a farm near Farm ington, Me., on Aug. 
7, 1839, and w ent to Yale, breakins 
down, bowdver, before he graduated 
L ater th e university paid him the un 
usual honor of restoring him to his 
class and giving him a m aster's de­ 
gree. He had been destined for the 
law, but life insurance won him from 
th at profession before he ever prac- 
ti< od. 
In 1805 he cam e across a report on 
industrial insurance by Professor EP 
zur W right, then insurance commis 
sioner for M assachusetts. This report 
criticised 
the 
Prudential 
A ssurance 
Company, Limited, of london, and Mr. 
Dryden set about finding out for him 
self about the com pany and its field. 
He convinced himself that P ro te a o i 
W right was wrong, and tried to intel 
est some New England capitalists in a 
project for introducing industrial in 
surance into the United States. The 
New England men were not impressed, 
and in 1873 Mr. Dryden went to New 
ark, N. J., w here he won the sup 
port of Noah P. Blam hard. William 
H. Murphy, H orace Ailing, Leslie I) 
Ward and some others. 
Under an enabling a< t of the New 
Jersey legislature the Prudential In 
surance 
company was organized in 
1875, although for the first three year* 
it bore the nam e of Prudential Friend­ 
ly society. For several years Mr. Dry 
den was its secretary and then suc­ 
ceeded to Mr. Blanchard's place as 
president, which he held 
until 
hi- 
death. A basem ent beneath the State 
bank. In Newark, was the P rudential’s 
first home. Tile group of buildings that 
now house it are valued at $15,001,- 
OOO. 
The Prudential, although the chia' 
est, was but one of Mr. Dryden'* big 
interests, He was a founder of the 
Fidelity Trust company, of Newark 
one of the three ow ners of the Newark 
A East Orange Railway company, a 
director of 
the North Jersey Stat* 
Railroad company and of the Public 
Service corporation, a director in the 
Union National bank, the Equitable 
Trust company, the National Bank O’ 
C onim ene, the United S tates Casualty 
com pan \ and the United States Steel 
corporation. 
A Republican all his life, Mr. Dry 
den'* first office was as a m em ber Of 
the electoral college of 1896 
He sa' 
In the college again four years later 
In 1*99 he was urged to be a cand! 
d a te for the United S tates senate to 
succeed Jam es Smith. Jr. He declined, 
but In 1902. after the death of William 
J. Sewell, did become a candidate. The 
fight that resulted in his election then 
was on Iv surpassed In bittern ess by 
that which resulted In his defeat in 
19<»7. when he was the caucus nomi 
nee. but Frank O. Briggs was chosen. 
In 1864 Mr. Dryden m arried Cynthia 
Fairchild, who survives him with two 
* htldren 
Forrest F Dryden, first vice 
president of the Prudential, and Mr* 
Anthony R. Kuzer. He lived in a sn 
peri) home at 1020 Broad street. New 
ark, and owned a sum m er residence at 
Bernardsville, N. J. 
He also had at 
extensive e sta te at High Point, Sus-ex 
county, a portion of which he had 
planned to set aside for reforestation 
With Colonel Kuzer, his son in law, h» 
had been deeply interested in conder 
vatlon for some years. 
Mr. Dryden was a m em ber of many 
cit yand country clubs. 
He 
wrote 
much, and several of his treatises on 
insurance problems becam e standards 
long ago

£ MARQUIS J(0MURA DIES 


Was Form er Japanese Minister of For­ 
eign Affaire. 
Tokio, Nov. 25.— Marquis Ju taro Ko- 
muio, ex-minister of foreign affairs, 
privy councillor and foamer am bassa 
dor to Great Britain, died here. 
Marquis Komura was born in 1855. 
After graduating from the imperial 
university he was sent to H arvard as 
one of the first batch of students to 
be educated at the expense of the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
In 1884 he was appointed secretary 
to the foreign office, and shortly af­ 
terw ard was promoted to director of 
the translation bureau. Till the eve of 
the outbreak of t he Chino Japanese 
w ar in 1894 he was charge d ’affaires 
at Pekin. 
In June, 1896, he assum ed the post 
of vice m inister of foreign affairs and 
in 1898 was transferred to W ashington 
as Japanese minister. In 1900 he was 
sent to St. P etersburg in a sim ilar ca­ 
pacity, and later represented Japan 
at the international conference fol­ 
lowing the Boxer trouble at Pekin. 
In 1901 he accepted the foreign port­ 
folio In the K atsura cabinet, and was 
closely concerned in the conclusion of 
the first Anglo-Japanese 
agreem ent, 
which w'ss followed by th e negotia­ 
tions with Russia which culm inated 
In the war. 
His nam e will also be rem em bered 
as Japan s chief plenipotentiary at the 
Portsm outh peace conference for his 
part in negotiating the second Anglo- 
Japanese 
alliance 
treaty, and the 
Chino-Japanese 
negotiations 
which 
were a corollary of the Portsm outh 
treaty of peace. 
H e was created a 
count in 1906 and was m ade a m a r­ 
quis in April of this year.

Richmond, Va., Nov. 25. — Henry 
Clay Beattie, Jr., who was put to death 
in the electric (balr, contessa! to the 
murder of his young wits. Ile left the 
following statem ent: 
“I, Henry Clay Beattie, Jr., desirous 
of standing right before God and man, 
do on this 23d day of November, IDU, 
confess my guilt of the crim e charged 
against me Much th at was publi bed 
concerning the details was not true, 
but the awful act, without the harrow ­ 
ing circumstances, remains. For this 
action I am truly sorry and, believing 
that I am at peace with God and am 
soon to pass into his presence, this 
statem ent is made." 
Beattie's confession was followed by 
the following statem ent by the atten d ­ 
ing m inisters: 
"This statem ent was signed in the 
presence of the attending ministers 
and is the only statem ent that can and 
will be made by them. 
"Mr. Beattie desired to thank the 
many friends for kind letters and ex­ 
pressions of interest and the public 
for whatever sym pathy was felt or ex­ 
pressed." 
The confession evidently was m a d e 
at the eleventh hour, when Beattie 
Anally became convinced that all hope 
of escaping the electric 
chair 
bcd 
passed 
Two days ago Rev. Dr. Fix 
announced that Beattie bad said be 
would not confess. 
This was ascribed to the fact that 
Beattie desired to spare his father the 
blow of adm itting his guilt after bis 
many protestations of Innocence to the 
aged parent. 
T here was a light be­ 
tween filial devotion and a de cire not 
to go to bis death with a lie on bis 
lips He wss urged to confess by his 
spiritual advisers and at last broke 
down 


Death Instantaneous. 


B eatties death was instantaneous, 
according to the prison surgeon. The 
utmost care had been taken in the 
preparation of the electrodes end In 
seeing that the straps 
and 
clamps 
were In proper place and prepared to 
withstand any strain Not at any time 
wa* there a slip The m urderer's exit 
was said to have been as painless as 
modem science could provide Just one 
minute after the electric current wa* 
turned on 
Beattie was 
pronounce I 
dead. 
The witnesses then flied out. 
One 
or two were ghastly pale. These wit­ 
nesses. In addition to the officials, re­ 
quired to aid in the execution, num ­ 
bered Just twelve, eleven being from 
Richmond and one a sheriff from a dis­ 
tant county. Under the law no more 
than twelve witnesses are allowed In 
the death cham ber, and all of these 
must he Virginians. 
After the legal form alities had been 
complied with aud the witnesses had 
gone, the body of Beattie was remov­ 
ed from the chair and taken to the 
m ortuary room adjoining. H ere It was 
laid to await the coming of the coro­ 
ner. who arrived shortly afterward 
Rev 
Dr 
Fix rem ained as the sole 
watcher. 
All preparations had been made for 
the romoval of the body. The elder 
Reattie sent to the undertaker the 
brown suit whlc h his son had worn in 
court when the Jury declared his guilt. 
In this the body was clad for burial. 
There Is some 
doubt as to Just 
where Beattie will he burled. 
It wss 
thought by the Beattie family that the 
way had been m ade clear to Inter the 
body in the family burial plot in Maury 
cem etery, South Richmond The (am 
ily, It Is said, had planned to place the 
husband as near as could he done to 
the body of his m urdered wife 
Hut no permit for the burial ha* 
yet been Issued by the tru stees of the 
cemetery. 
* 
This may or may not he an over 
sight, but none of the officials of the 
cem etery com pany would discuss It. 
The city ordinances forbid the Inter 
men! of the bodies of executed crim i­ 
nals in city cem eteries. In anticipation 
of the enforcem ent of this rule. Colin 
cilnian I* C. Pat ram, of South Rich 
mond. a friend of the Beattie family, 
put through the city council a special 
permit suspending the ordinance in the 
case of young Beattie.

Name For President

He Feels That His Work In Baltimore 


Is Not Yet Done and Requests That 


Hi* Name Be Withdrawn. 


Baltimore. Md., Nov. 25.- Dr. John 
M. T. Finney, of this city, announced 
th a t he had requested that his name 
be w ithdraw n from consideration as 
president of Princeton university. 
Dr. Finney said that he (elf that hts 
work in Baltimore, for which he be 
lieved he was better fitted, was not yet 
done. 
Dr. Finney made his announcem ent 
in the form ut a statem ent as follows: 
' Owing to the wide* publicity which 
has been given to the connection of 
my 
nam e 
with 
the 
presidency 
of 
Princeton university, It 
I* 
perhaps 
proper that I should stale the tacts in 
the case in order that they may not 
be misunderstood. Borne time ago I 
was approached by memt>ers of the 
nominating board of trustees of Prince­ 
ton university and asked w hether or 
not I would be willing to have them 
present my nam e to the board for elec­ 
tion to the presidency of the uuiver 
sit}. 
“A fter a most careful consideration 
from every point of view I felt that 
my work in Baltimore was not yet 
done and therefore requested that my 
nam e should be withdrawn. While the 
c all from Princeton, which I conside r 
one of the highest honors that can 
tall to any m an's lot, came with pecu­ 
liar force, it seemed best that I should 
remain in Baltimore. I felt that I was 
better fitted for the work which I am 
doing.” 
Dr. Finney has been assoc late pro 
feasor of surgery at the Johns Hopkins 
Medical school since 1889, and is a so 
the head of the surgical clinic at Johna 
Hopkins dispensary. 


Princeton Trustee Regrets Decision. 
Prim eton. N. J., Nov 25.—A mem 
ber of the board of trustees of Prince 
ton university expressed surprise and 
regret when he learned that Dr. Jam es 
M. T. Finney, of Baltimore, had dec id 
ed to ask the board not to c-onsider his 
nam e tor the presidency of the unlver 
slty.

Princeton Ac cording to the trustee, no 
other nam e for the presidency wa* be­

The inc nine for the year thus far 
ha* gone ahead of the high water mark 
made In 19"9 The gross rec eipts of 
the state from Nov. 30, 1910, to date 
were given out by .Auditor General A. 
E. Sisson, who Is in charge of the col 
lection of the revenue*, ria $30,796,- 
096.25. Of this sum $1,102,905.60 wa* 
paid In Friday by the Pennsylvania 
railroad as part of its share of state 
taxes. 
The best previous record for a whole’ 
fiscal year was $29.101,163.70, which 
was made in 1909 
Last year the In­ 
come was $28,946,424 45: In 1908. $25,- 
852,548.95, and In 19n7. $27,027,132.72. 
Inc luded lu the revenue for this year 
Is $1,300,000 paid to the alae In settle 
inent of the capitol equity cases last 
winter. 
It is expected that the total 
revenue for the present fiscal year will 
run between $31,000,000 and $32,000,- 
OOO.
